SCHOOLCHILDREN will be taking to Hackney’s streets 
next month to discover their borough by bike and 
practice their cycling skills. 

The sixth annual Bike Around the Borough event, 
which takes place on 29 June, will involve over 
800 children from more than 35 schools all cycling 
together across Hackney. 

Last year’s event broke the world record for the most 
riders in a ‘bike bus’, with 983 children taking part. 

All along the route, pop-up motivation stations manned 
by other youngsters will contribute to the carnival 
atmosphere and spur the riders on. 

Hackney aims to have 15 per cent of its residents 
travelling by bike for all journeys by 2025. 

The borough has been recognised nationally for its 
innovative approaches to encouraging cycling and 
has the highest number of people cycling to work in 
London and the second highest number in England.

HACKNEY’S very own golden hoard 
has been listed as one of the 
country’s finest treasures. 

People were invited to vote for 
their favourites to mark the 20th 
anniversary of the Treasure Act in 
England and the ‘Hackney Hoard’ 
made the top 20 list. 

The incredible story of gold coins from the US dug up in 
a back garden, begins with a Jewish family fleeing Nazi 
Germany. In 1938, Martin Sulzbacher’s family sought 
refuge in Hackney. He brought with him savings in gold 
coins. When war broke out, Martin was sent to Australia 
as a prisoner of war, while his wife and four children 
were interned on the Isle of Man. His parents, sister, 
brother and sister-in-law decided to bury the coins in 
two jars in the garden for safe keeping. Tragically, they 
were killed when the house was bombed in 1940 and all 
knowledge of the coins secret location was lost. 

Then by chance, in 1950, the first jar of coins was found 
by workmen. They were returned to Martin in 1952. 

The second jar was found in 2007, containing 80 
American $20 ‘Double-Eagle’ bullion coins dating from 
1854-1913. Martin’s children kindly donated one of the 
coins to Hackney Museum where it is on display.

Recycling rewards scheme reveals latest winners

It was 
disheartening, and I 
wasn’t enjoying it. 

“But still, it was 
scary to say to myself: 
that’s it, I’m going to 
stop. It felt like such a 
huge decision.” 

In 2010, however, he 
made another leap. 

Lloyd says: “I wanted 
to create opportunities 
for kids where I came 


from.” And so Born 4 
Sport was born. 

He laughs: “I had no 
formal business training 
at all. I had to learn 
everything on the job. 

“But I was 21 and quite 
fearless and I knew that 
people had a real need 
for this so I just leapt 
straight in.” 

He was right. Demand 


for the organisation’s 
services has really grown. 

Today, Born 4 Sport is 
beginning to expand from 
Hackney into other North 
London boroughs. 

But its programmes 
are not just about sport. 

He says: “Providing 
decent role models and 
positive aspirations for 
our participants is a huge 


part of what we do.” 

For example, a young 
man called Ohara Davies 
was one of the company’s 
first participants. 

Today he is a WBC 
(World Boxing Council) 
silver champion and 
comes back to take Born 
4 Sport sessions and speak 
to its young participants. 

And, for the past few 
years, Lloyd has been 
taking small groups of 
unemployed young people 
from the estate on which 
he grew up, training them 
up as sports coaches and 
then employing them to 
work in the community. 

“We even try to get our 


young people tickets to 
see real football games, 
because so many have 
never had the chance 
to do that before. 

“You’d be amazed at 
the impact something 
so simple has, their 
behaviour in school 
improves, their 
enthusiasm rockets. 

“It’s about giving them 
the sense that things are 
possible for them, if they 
want them and if they put 
the effort in.”

Revocation proposal: expansion of Sir Thomas Abney 
Primary School 


In accordance with School Organisation (Prescribed Alterations to Maintained Schools) 
(England) Regulations 2013, Hackney Learning Trust on behalf of Hackney Council is proposing 
to revoke a previous decision to expand Sir Thomas Abney Primary School. 

Hackney Learning Trust previously proposed to enlarge the school premises at Fairholt Road, 
London N16 5ED with effect from 1 September 2016. Implementation of this proposal resulted 
in the school being enlarged from a 420-place primary school, 60 places per year from Reception 
to Year 6, to a 630-place primary school, 90 places per year from Reception to Year 6. 

The statutory notice for the original proposal was published on 8 February 2016 and a decision 
was taken by Hackney Learning Trust on 8 April 2016 to implement the proposal. 

Hackney Learning Trust is of the view that circumstances have so altered since approval to 
expand the school was given that implementation of the proposal would be inappropriate and 
is therefore seeking to be relieved of the duty to implement the proposal in this respect. 

The approval of the original proposal was made on the grounds of meeting a projected 
increase in demand for primary places in the area arising from projected demand. However 
due to the current number of surplus primary places in the borough and a fall in the demand 
for reception places, the implementation of further additional primary school places at Sir 
Thomas Abney are no longer required. 

Hackney Learning Trust (under Hackney Council) is required by the School Organisation 
(Prescribed Alterations to Maintained Schools) (England) Regulations 2013 to formally publish 
revocation proposals where it does not intend to proceed with a previously approved proposal.

P UPILS and teachers 
from 18 Hackney 
schools came 
together to discuss 
how to make the streets 
outside schools safer. 

The workshop at The 
Tomlinson Centre focused 
on getting drivers to pay 
attention to School 
Keep Clear yellow 
zig-zag markings. 

These indicate that 
vehicles can’t park, or stop, 
within the markings during 
certain hours. 

There is a problem in 
Hackney however, with 
drivers who park on the 
zig-zags, stop in the road, 
or park on the pavement 
when they drop off and 
pick up their children. 

This behaviour puts 
children at risk, causes 
congestion, and makes 



travel more hazardous 
and unpleasant for other 
road users. 

Congestion around the 
school gates also increases 
air pollution, which can 
have a severe impact on 
children’s health. 

Junior road safety 
officers created slogans and 
artwork on lollipop signs 
to help get the message 
across to parents who drive 
their children to school. 

Council staff and police 
officers also advised 
pupils and teachers on 
how to prepare and plan 
further campaigns. 

The Council wants to 
reduce the amount 
of traffic outside schools 
and make these areas 
safer and more pleasant, 
so even more children 
will walk or cycle.

First choice primary schools 

MORE than 86 per cent of families got their first 
choice of primary school this year, meaning that 
more children will be going to their preferred school 
this September. 

The new figures are a two per cent increase on the 
borough’s performance last year. 

Across London, the proportion of families who 
received their top choice of school rose from 84 per 
cent last year, to 86 per cent.

• Cook the noodles by following the instructions on the package as different brands may have 
different cooking methods and times.

• Wash all of the salad ingredients, then prepare them as specified in the recipe, and mix together 
in a large bowl with the cold noodles 

• Whisk all of the dressing ingredients together. Sprinkle over the salad and combine with the 
salad until evenly mixed 

• Serve and enjoy.

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
